Soae two kaBdred 
Americans are practically 
In Burope with no facilities for 
reachiUK their country Ilaltlesbips 
and cruisers, even were It practicable 
to put our line of defense to snch a 
use, an not adapted In any way to 
passe ng er ssrrlas, and sack a astkod 
of solving the prafelaa Is ali^est out 
of the question. Of navy transports, 
we have hiinllv any The Interna- 
tional Mercantile .Marine, owned as 
It is largely by American capital, 
does BOt carry the Sun andlstripes, 
and aader tha teras of tha parehase 
Its larger ships amy be ased by the 
British government, whose flag It 
flies, under stress of war comlitions. 
It has been said that the I'nited Fruit 
Company has placed its small fleet 
of steamers at the dispoeal of the 
OoTaraaaat tor the rescae of Am- 
ertaaaa straadad abroad. It Is fea- 
mlllhtlBg to think that the iQovem- 
ment may he obliged to apply to pri- 
vate owners for the use of their 
vessels to aid in the present crisis. 
The American Line is the only trans- 
atlantic line whicfe files the Stars 
and Strlpaa. Ia reeeat stathitlcs pub- 
lished la London. It was stated that 
the wealth of the I'nited Stales at 
the present nionieiil was almost eijual 
to the coiiihini'd wealth of (Jreat 
Britain aud Uermany. In spite of 
this, owing to bad laws, lack of sup- 
port on the part of the Goverament, 
aad the high aoet of labor, we are 
BOt able to compete wttk tke merch- 
ant marine of other nations. We are ' 
paying enormous sums every year to \ 
foreign owners for the transporta- ] 
tion of our imports and exports. 
This large asm might be kept in 
tkis aaaatry pravMad wa kad ssrloas- 
ly eatered lata the field of marine 
competition. Experience has shown 
that we are capable of building as 
good ships of war as other nations, 
but we have allowed our domestic 
ship building to tall Into decay. Now 
that tka period at graat railraad 
aoaatraatlon kas keaa arreeted, 
largely through the hoetlle legisla- 
tion of the Federal and State gov- 
ernments, there are plenty of men 
with which not only to build our 
vessels, but to provide personnel. 

It Is torfaaata tkat wa kava re- 
ceived this sinister warning at a 
time when we are at peace with all 
the world. Had we found ourselves 
in a serious war, the utter lack of 
a merchant marine, both for com- 
merce and transports, woald be a 
calamity, tar whiak are waaM dearly 
pay. The price now is one largely 
of pride and lost opportunity. 

The lost opportunity will present 
lfs(df a little later when our mer- 
chants are seeking an outlet, for 
their foreign exports. Our trade with 
Burape has, af aoarse, taHaa Into 
attar eoafuslon, and will, to a great 
between Europe and South Amer- j 
lea will be practically interrupted 
We ortiiiiately have reached a psych- 
ological inoeiit for developing our 
trade with South America. Never 
befora has tkara eslated aa aardlal 
a rslallaaskip ktwsea tka two eon- 
tlaeata. Whatever trouble moy have 
arisen from the Mexican imbroKllo, 
It has served one great purpose. It 
has brought the great republics of 
the South and ourselves to a better 
underaUnding, aad tka eoaferacs of 
tk A. B. C. aayays kave senrsd' to 
skaw tkat ear lateresta, kath la ka- 
manity and in com 
ment are mutual. 

It is possible for us to supply i 
South America with most of the 
gouds they have been importing 
iroa SHvapa, Tbay ara hi a paaltioa 
ta sraatly hMwaaaa UMr sapsrtattoas 
to this country. Now Is the time for 
our manufaetureni and merchants to 
direct all of their enerKies toward 
cultivating trade relatiousblp with 
uur neighbors.

partment of agriculture to look out 
for army-worm moths with oaa ar- 
tlflcially-colorad wlag. Tko dapart- 
ment's aatoaoloftata ara aatObing 
army-worm moths whera they sre 

Iilenllful roloriiiK one wing of eacli. 
and then liheratinK them in the 
same lerrilory.so that iliey may ile- 
terniine whether tbeae moths fly di- 
rectly west, or north, aad bow 
qaiokly aad tar tbay will apraad. A 
bettor knowledge of tha habits of 

this pest should enable the depart- 
ment lo control its spread. .\o moths 
are lo he let loose where their liher- 
attefl could possibly add to the na- 
tural daBBga. 

Tba moths are alraady ahowing 
themselves in Virginia and In Mary- 
land, and llie department's agents 
are caiohiiiK speclments at I'orts- 
niouili and Charlottsville, in \'ir 
ginia, and Hagertown in Maryland. 
Tha agaata at Portoaoath ara ap- 
plying a red state to one wing of 
«ach specimen caught; those at 
rhurlottesville a black or yellow^ 
auin; and those at Hagartown, a 
Ttolat color. Thaa tha aMtha are 
left to follow tha atural coarse 
they would have pursued. 

"Look for the army-worm moth 
With a colored wing during the 
coming month," the dopartment's 
baroaa of Batomology la advising 
IU agaata waat of tha Mlaaiasippi. 
Any one observing a marked speci- 
men will aid In the campaign by re- 
porting the fact to the bureau of 
Entomology, Washington, D. ('. 
When its presence has been noted, 
the moth should bo deatroyad. 

Tba wlaga of tha arair-worm 
moth, when oatspread. measure 
about lyk inches from tip to tip. 
The body is about half this length. 
The general shape of the moth with 
its wings oata p taad Is trlang^lar. 
Tha motha will hovar aboat the 
lighta ta tha araatag. Oa tanaa. 
they will be found on tba oatalda of 
screens and doors at night. They 
will probably not be observed in the 
daytime. On dark. hot. close 
Bights, such as precede thunder 
stonaat'tbay will probably be espe- 
cially BottoaaMa.

Aug. 27. — The French are 
daaori'iing on their artillery to over- 
threw tbe Oenaaaa mora than any 

other arm of the service. They be- 
lieve Creusoi Is innnt'dlatcly su- 
perior lo the Krupp gun, a duplicate 
of wii I h la nsad la tbe Ualtad Btatoa 
army. 

In Kpoed of fire the differenoe Is 
Impressive. The Croaaot will throw 
thirty shells a minute to the Kmpp's 
twelve. Tills is liiTnuse the Oernian 
Rhell i« thrust Into the brecoh Ity 
iKiii'l till Kirncli (iprratlon is 

.iliiio:! itiiirely mechanical. The 
t'rt iisoi Rhell is laid in a wide steel 
slide behind the breeeb aad, after 
firtas. the eeetor throws tbe ahell 
Wrti clear of the gun. 

Moreover, the Creusof, Revenfy- 
five niillinieH-rs. does not "unpoint" 
itself <ven when worked at high 
speed. The Kupp pivots on a center 
directly over tbe axle. The line of 
the train aad the liae of raooll are 
different, except when shooting 
straight ahead. So after six rounds 
the Kriipp niiist be resi^hted. 

The Creusot pivots on the "spade" 
— that part of the trail which touch- 
es the ground and reslghtlag Is un- 
aaeaaaary. The gtm barlsa itaelf 
more firmly as it la fired. 

The Krupp gun is broaght back to 
ItH oriKinal postion after recoil hy a 
spring and this spring gradually 
weafR out. It takes four men twenty 
minutes to replaee It. Tha Creusot 
worka by ee a ip ff aBaad air aad ex- 
perience In Moroeoo and by the Ser- 
vians and Greeks In the Balkans 
shows no record of tha appumtus 
getting out of order. 

Then, too, the French fire indi- 
rectly, protected hy a hill, for In^ 
sUnee. The OeAsaa gaaaai* aee the 
object they, are almlag at aad are 
exposed themselvea. 

The officer In charge of the men 
handling a gun, six In number for 
the aeventy-five mm. takes his place 
with kia field glaasea on a hill or 
other high plaob aad toeatipi the en- 
emy. He ealla oat tho diawtloa and 
distance. ' 

Just before the shell reaches the 
breech preparatory to fimg, tbe cor- 
rect distance is punched thru figures 
stamped on the rim. The marks 
lae the aiasbaalgai aatoantieally 
to aiai the gan. The gan fire does 
not sthke In the ranka ot the enemy 
but is aimed above them. The shell 
Is timed so that It bursts forty-five' 
te^t from the ground and releases 
a lahowar of aasaU bullets which 
pltwgtt ' dowawara. 8o rapidly are 
the sheila aaat that the eaamy canj 
not retreat or dlaperae. The gun is 
constructed so that in firing. It 
moves sidewlse autoniatically to the 
riBlii or left, a little after each shot 
thus covering poaatbij- a quarter of 
a mile of an eneaty'a (roatace. There 
are l.ttte of t h ese terrible weapons 
to a million French troops. i 
The secret of this gun is carefully | 
Kiiarded. Whenever abandont'd on I 
the fii'ld, its crew destroys it by re- 
moving a amall key. Tbe gun drops 
apart ta each a meaner that its se- 
cret eaa not be solved.

The horrors of modern war, arm- 
ed wltb all of tba aaw lavaatloaa of 
the laat half eoatnry, woatd aoom to 

be less for combatants than noncom- 
batants. Putting it more plainly, the 
new war enginery visitsafflictions and 
miseries upon women and children 
which were not fait by them when 
men woald rapair to aaruin places 
an-1 flgbt battlaa band to kaad. In 
still earlier days, before mankind 
iiad evolved far above the savage 
st u*. the capture of a town meant 
hni':liery of its inhabitants. Those 
i.;any cf "is i.-f; proud to claim de- 
aoeui, slaughtarrd tba cbildran v.i d 
aoaa of M« woaioa allv» aa^e 
akeh aa they reserved for a fate 
worsft than death. But after man 
wui> evolved to a higher stage of 
civ, ligation in his warfare, best rep- 
resented, we think, in the "Chron- 
icles of Old Frotaaart," tbay would 
clash at aaaa polat ot action and 
flgnt It out tbora natU one party 
took to flight, with tba other pursu- 
ing. The noncombatanta got off eas- 
ily. In fact, that waa the golden age 
■)•' the nucombalant in war. 

Vhat tha praaont age ia far from 
being ona la wbleb womaa aad ebll* 
Iren are left to go naacatbod, a dia- 
patbh to the London Times describ- 
ing fierce fighting between the Ger- 
mans and French tor possession of 
1 i.-liain of villages on the borders of 
France and Luxemburg, ia ample 
-evidence. "Oao village was ooeuplod 
by a battalion of chaaaeura," tha 
Tlmoe correspondent writes, "and 
was prepared for defense by numer- 
ous trenches. The Germans bom- 
barded the village, compelling the 
chasaeura to evaeuato It, After night- 
fall tbe Oermaaa laereaaad the bom- 
bardment, and the lahahltaata 
sought refuge in cellars as a con- 
tinuous rain of shells kept drop- 
ping on the houses and setting them 
oa fire. Women fell on their knees 
and prayed and children cried plt- 
eoualy. the aaa roae oa ts vlUaca in 
ruins It bad been andar haaihatd- 
ment fifteen hours." 

The Germans were not guilty of 
any violation of the laws of war. 
No doubt, the bombarding waa done 
as a military afaaMitr. or aa4er an 
imp r agg l e a that tha FPa^ah tfopa 
had Bot yet at a a a a t ad plaae. 
Wherefore It la at onoe mada. plalaer 
tliat the modern enginery of war. in 
wreaking such dire misfortunes and 
dlatraaaes upon the weak, has be- 
come a. eurae to mankind. If w« 
^un ao laager tight witboat fight- 
ing women and children, why not 
stop fighting? This ia a queation 
certain to grow and persist in the 
minds of men all over the world, 
until there will be an agreement 
among iben, of all eivtlised nations 
and taMaaa. either to atop fighting 
altogether or to outlaw much mod- 
ern war enginery or so restrict its 
use under an entirely new war code 
that such suffering of the innocents 
us that at the little village of Ba- 
don v Hilar caa never again be in- 
aiated la alvUted wartara. If aur 
warfare baa eome to be more mer- 
elleas than that of the fourteenth 
and fiftetiiili tenturlea, or even the 
thirteenth, then we may find it nec- 
essary either to get rid Of War alto- 
gether, reform it* ai 
la oar waapaaa. aa lar haak aa 
aart'a day. There ailght be danger in 
revertlag further back. A happy me- 
dium. If We must figlit, might be 
found ill liic conditions of the lirbt 
few ceuturii-s following the reuals- 
aauoe, whoa flghtlai OMB apald 
ahaaaa their flald. hava lhalp fli^t 
all to themaelvea. aad thea fg away 
leavlag tbe aalghhera to talk It all
